! those  units.  Men  who  choose  other- 
wise may  go  into  a manpower  pool. 
Men  in  the  pool  are  reserves  un- 
assigned to  units. 

THE  PLAN  follows  the  lines  of 
key  features  in  a controversial  pro- 
posal to  merge  the  Army  Reserve 
into  the  Army  National  Guard.  That 
merger  was  banned  by  Congress, 
but  McNamara  said  the  stream- 
lining announced  Thursday  is  pos- 
sible under  existing  law. 

In  the  force  selected  for  the  high- 
est priority  in  manpower  and  equip- 
ment are  three  National  Guard 
Divisions,  six  independent  brigades 
and  822  company  and  detachment- 
size  units  from  the  National  Guard, 
along  with  160  units  from  the  re- 
serve. The  total  strength  breaks 
down  to  130.000  guardsmen  and  15, 
000  reservists. 


AMONG  THE  750  reserve  units 
being  disbanded  are  the  remaing 
six  Army  Reserve  Divisions.  This 
appeared  likely  to  cause  objections 
from  reservists  and  backers. 

In  selecting  the  three  guard 
divisions  for  the  highest  priority 
force.  McNamara  ordered  them 
broken  down  so  they  will  be 
drawn  each  from  three  states. 

THE  28TH  infantry  division,  cur- 
rently wholly  in  Pennsylvania,  will 
have  its  headquarters,  its  base  and 
one  brigade  in  Pennsylvania.  A 
second  brigade  will  be  provided  by 
the  29th  division  from  Maryland 
and  a third  brigade  from  Ohio’s 
37th  division. 

The  38th  infantry  division,  now 
entirely  in  Indiana,  will  be  broken 
down  into  the  headquarters,  base 
and  brigade  from  Indiana.

SHARP  indicated  that  stu- 
dents in  ROTC  may  receive  a de- 
ferred l-D  classification  after  one 
semester  in  the  corps  and  that 
ROTC  offers  financial  assistance 
throughout  the  last  two  years.

Over  two-thirds  of  the  world’s 
population  will  receive  broadcasts 
of  at  least  one  session  of  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
it  was  estimated  by  Gordon  John- 
son, Production  Supervisor  of  KSL 
Radio  Special  Affairs. 

BROADCAST  WILL  originate 
at  WRUL  Radio  in  New  York,  and 
will  be  in  English,  German,  Spanish 
and  Portuguese. 

There  will  be  a live  coverage  of 
the  Saturday  and  Sunday  morning 
sessions.  Saturday  morning  session 
will  be  translated  into  German, 
Spanish  and  Portuguese  and  will 
be  broadcast  Sunday  at  19:00,  22:00 
and  00:15  GMT  (Greenwich  Meri- 
dian Time)  respectively. 

Sessions  of  the  135th  Semi-an- 
nual Conference  will  cenv-^ne  in 
the  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle  Friday, 
Saturday  and  Sunday  at  10  a.m. 
and  2 p.m. 

Coveraae  of  all  regular  sessions 
for  the  Provo  area  will  be  car- 
ried by  KSL  radio  and  television. 

The  Priesthood  session  of  the 
Conference  will  be  held  In  the 
Salt  Lake  Tabernacle  Saturday 
at  7 p.m. 

Direct  telecast  of  the  Priest- 
hood session  will  be  received  in 
the  Smith  Fieldhouse  for  all  BYU 
priesthood  holders. 

Jphnson  said  that  letters  have 
been  received  indicating  that  those 
special  broadcasts  are  heard  in 
about  109  countries  and  that  50  per- 
cent of  the  listeners  are  not  LDS 
people.  Only  Australia  and  the  com- 
munist countries  of  China  and  Rus- 
sia do  not  receive  the  broadcast, 
he  added.

Will  BYU  Be  Pace  Setter? 


The  Daily  Universe  received  a copy  of 
the  University  of  California  Daily  Califor- 
nian last  week  which  had  an  interesting 
storv  under  the  following  headline: 

‘“Greek  System  Tottei's  As  Fraternity 
Folds.” 

PREFACING  the  story  was  an  editor’s 
note  which  said,  “One  fraternity,  Theta  Xi, 
has  folded,  and  three  others,  including  Del 
Keys,  may  follow  suit,  along  with  several 
sororities  after  this  year’s  disastrous  rush- 
ing season.” 

In  the  story,  it  was  pointed  out  that 
fewer  than  350  girls  rushed  for  over  500  va- 
cancies in  the  various  sororities  on  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  campus.  In  years  past, 
more  than  800  girls  had  rushed  the  sorori- 
ties. 

IN  ADDITION,  so  few  men  rushed  the 
fraternities,  that  they  had  to  resort  to 
“dirty  rush  tactics”  to  fill  the  vacancies. 

This  is  a remarkable  contrast  to  the 
undercurrent  of  feeling  that  has  existed 
from  time  to  time  among  some  people  on 
this  campus  that  a fratemity-sorority  tj-pe 
of  situation  should  be  allowed  to  return. 

THE  PARADOX  is  that  while  these 
BYU  people  are  hoping  to  confoim  to  the 


rest  of  the  national  university  image  by 
re-adopting  the  fraternity-sorority  society, 
that  same  society  is‘in  the  process  of  folding 
at  one  of  the  largest  universities  in  the 
country. 

So  while  some  BYU  people  have  been 
feeling  out  of  step  with  national  college  life, 
national  college  life  is  beginning  to  fall  in 
step  with  BYU. 

A SOMEWHAT  similar  situation  pres- 
ently exists  on  campus.  But  instead  of  social 
units,  the  conti’oversy  is  the  stomp. 

Letters  have  come  into  the  Univeree 
office  saying  we  are  being  forced  to  “con- 
form” to  a middle-class  standard  in  the  ac- 
tion taken  against  the  stomp. 

BUT,  IF  WE  are  allowed  to  do  the 
stomp  in  campus  dances,  are  we  not  then 
also  confonning — to  the  standard  held  by 
every  other  college  in  the  country? 

Then  we’ll  all  be  conforming  non-con- 
formists. 

BUT,  WHO  KNOWS?  Perhaps,  like  the 
Greek  system’  the  stomp  will  go  out  of  style 
on  college  campuses  and  then  we’ll  be  able 
to  conform  to  the  national  college  image 
again.

Now  the  time  has  come  to  take 
two  of  Utah’s  congressional  dele- 
gation to  task  for  their  votes  on 
one  of  the  most  controversial  is- 
sues of  this  session  of  Congress. 

THE  ISSUE  is  the  Johnson  ad- 
ministration’s bill  -to  repeal  the 
14-B  clause  of  the  Taft-Hartley 
Labor  Law.  The  two  meh  in  ques- 
tion are  Senator  Frank  Moss  (D) 
of  Utah  and  Rep.  David  S.  King
